Valuable Suggestion. 

This is unquestionably the best so- 
tution of the problem yet advanced. Jf 
the goal kick: were discarded entirely 
there would be too many tie games. 
The value of this new rule readilv can 
be'seen. It would make an attacking 
team try to score close to the goal 
posts, and it would make it imperative 
‘for every coach to have a reliable 
kicker, who not gnly could boot the 
ball over the bar at an easv angele. but 
would have to’ be as accurate from a 
‘difficult one. 

To the average football fans goal 
kicking appears simple. To many play- 
ers it is just as simple as it looks, but 
# is a department of football which 
should command the attention of 
coaches the same as any other. The 
least little thing will. throw the ball off 
its course, and the player who holds 
the oval is almost as important as the 
one who kicks it. Goal kicking .is an 
art which can be _ perfected only 
through constant practice. This prac- 
tice should be done every day by the 
same men who kick and hold the ball. 

To Collect Coaches’ Views. 

Eastern coaches, officials, and critics 
who attended the Pittsburgh-West Vir- 
ginia garme in the Smoky city last Sat- 
wiay were unanimous in their com- 
mendation for the new rule.
